NASBOEAD! 


D. B. Locke, Known ag Petrolenm T. 
Hasby, Dies at His Home in 
Toledo Tills Morning. 


TOLSIH), O., F e b . 16.—D. B. 
Looke 
(Petroleum T. Naaby) died at his resi- 
denoe, in this dty, of oonBumption 
and a complication of organic troubles, 
at 6:80 this morning. His father, N. B. 
Locke, a veteran of the war of 1812, is 
still living in this city at the advanced 
age of nine-four. 


David BOBS Locke was bom at Vestal, 
Broome county, N. Y., on the 2uth of 
September, 1833. His father was one 
of the original anti-slavery men of the 
country and young Locke inherited his 
intense hatred of the peculiar institution 
and the love of freedom, which made 
him such a power with his pen during 
the civil war. In the eleventh year of 
his age he was apprenticed to the print- 
ing trade in the office of the Oortland 
(N. Y.) Courier, 


In 1852 he founded the Plymouth, 
Ohio, Advertiser, 
conducting it two 
years. In 1856 he founded the Bucyrua 
Journal and afterwards was successive- 
ly connected with the Mansfield Herald 
and the Findlay Jefferaonian. 
He was 
editing the latter paper when the war 
broke out, aud in its columns appeared 
the first numbers of the renowned "Nas- 
by" letters, first bearing data April 21, 
1861. These political satires sprang at 
once into tremendous popularity. These 
letters were a source of great delight to 
President Lincoln, who 
always kept 
them in his table drawer for perusal at 
odd times. 


Mr. Locke once raised a company of 
volunteers and applied to 
Governor 
Brough, of Ohio, for a commission as> 
captain, which was 
refused on tho 
ground that he could do more good for 
the union cause with his pen than in the 
field. 


In 1865 he assumed charge of the. 
Toledo Blade, first on a salary, bujr 
afterwards purchasing an interest ai^ 
finally the entire control. It had always 
been his dream to found a great national 
weekly, which he now carried out. 
He 
also wrote plajs, books of travel an 
many novels and sketches for his owfi 
paper. 


He was also a poet of no mean order 
and several of his devotional poems can 
be found in various church hymnals. 
His fortune is estimated at a million, 
exclusive of the Blade. He was married 
while at Plymouth to Miss Martha Bo- 
dine, who with their three sons ali grown/ 
to manhoood, survive him. The eldest,' 
Oaptain Bobinson Looke, has been as- 
sociated with his father on the 
Blade 
for the last dozen of years, except while 
consul at New Castle, on Tyne, Eng- 
land, to which office he was appointed 
by President Arthur.

WASHINOTON, F e b . 15.—Immediately 
after the transaction of the routine morn- 
ing business in the senate, Hale spoke 
against the education bill, the under- 
standing being that a vote be called at 3 
o'clock. Senator Hale based his argu- 
ment mainly upon the expressions of the 
opinion made by prominent educators 
that the bill would not accomplish the 
objects aimed. 


At the meeting of the house commit- 
tee on territories to-day an adverse re- 
port was made upon the bills of Messrs. 
Baker and Gifford, dividing Dakota on 
the east-west line and admitting the 
southern half to statehood. 
A sub- 
committee was appointed to draft an 
omnibas bill providing for admission to 
statehood of Dakota, Montana, Wash- 
ington Territory and New Mexico.

The strength of the liussian troopi 
assembled ready for action in the west- 
em provinces toward the end of De- 
cember is reported b j a German mill' 
tary paper as follows: In the first line, 
close to the frontier, there are stationed 
eight army corps, one each at Biga, 
Loono, Plotsk Lomsha, Petrohof War- 
saw, Ivangorod Lublin, Bovno Shitomir, 
Kief Meskibooshye, and Kishenel The 
second line is made up of three corps, 
one each at Prallystok Minsk, Tcher- 
ingoo Orel, and Karkof Poltava. 
The 
third line consists of five corps, one 
each at Bevel Novgorod, Petersburg, 
Moscow, Jouslav, and Kazen Soratol 
Each of these sixteen corps counts 44, 
600 men, or, altogether, 712,000 men. 
There are further nine divisions of cav- 
alry on a complete war footing and re- 
ceiving already war pay, close upon the 
frontiers toward Germany and Austria, 
namely, one each at Kovno, Wilna, 
Lomsha, Alexandrova, 
and 
Tchen- 
stockof, looking toward Germany, and 
at Lublin, Samostye. 
Dubno, 
and 
Kief looking toward'^Austria. The fou 
divisions stationed at Bomny, Tchov> 
govyef, Jelisavetqrad, and Kishenef, 
can be transported to the frontier in 
few days. 
These thirteen divisions 
count 3,600 horses each, or, altogether, 
46,800. Each division is supplied with 
two batteries. 
The whole force con- 
sists, therefore, of 757,000 men, 
which eight corps and nine divisions of 
horse, or 356,000 foot and 32,400 horse 
form the first line. 
Eailroads with 
double tracks connect the second am 
third lines with the first— that is, they 
can be moved forward so rapidly thai 
they can be in the encampment of the 
first line simultaneously, almost with 
the forward movement of the latter.

After a 
brief consultation I was pulled up 
again, and, as my eyes closed, it seemed 
as though i had looked upon earth for 
the last time. 
At first I suffered in- 
tense pain, then a feeling of dizziness 
came over me and my head swam around 
and around and I felt as though I were 
falling a great distance.

(Petroleum V. Nasby) died at his resi- 
due*, in this dty, of consumption 
and a complication of organic troubles, 
at 6:80 this morning. His father, N. B. 
Loeke, a veteran of the war of 1812, 1s 
still Hving in this city a* the advanced 
age of nine-four. 


David Bos* Locke was bom at Testa], 
Broome county, N. 7., on the 20th of 
September, 1838. His father was one 
of the original anti-slavery men of the 
country and youBR Locke Inherited bis 
intense hatred of the peculiar institution 
and the love of freedom, which made 
him such a power with his pen during 
the civil war. In the eleventh year of 
Usage he was apprenticed to the print- 
Ing trade in the office of the Oortland 
(K.Y.) Charter. 


In 1852 he founded the Plymouth, 


Ohio, Adwrtiier, conducting it two 
yean. In 1856 he founded the Bnoyras 
Journal and afterwards was successive- 
ly connected with the Mansfield fferald 
andtheFiadlay Jeffertonian. 
He was 


editing the latter paper when tbe war 
broke ont, and In its columns appeared 
the first numbers of the renowned "Nas- 
by'' letters, first bearing date April 21, 
1881. These political satins sprang al 
once into tremendous popularity. These 
letten were a source of gnat delight to 
President Lincoln, who always kept 
them in hh table drawer for perusal at 
odd times.
